The  fi^pu'GS  for  Infantile  Ivlortality  shov'  a very  large  increase 
over  the  figures  for  1939.  O'he  illegitinuito  r.'ite  is  loss  by  20/  but 
the  legitirocate  rate  is  more  than  double  and  the  total  rate  is  --dso  more 
than  double  that  of  trie  I'jrevious  year  and  is  v.ull  above  thcat  for  England 
and  ■'■’ales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  was  the  subject 
of  a length^'  report  by  me  to  the  He^ilth  Comnittce  ,and  this  showed  that 
28  deaths  occurred  in  tlie  first  quarter,  11  in  the  second,  8 in  the  third 
and  15  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Of  the  28  d.oaths  in  the  first  quarter,  12  v;ero  due  to  pulmonary 
conditions  and  9 premature  birth.  In  the  second  quarter,  of  the  11 
deaths,  5 were  due  to  pulmonary  conditions  and  2 to  premature  birth. 

In  t..io  tnird  qra.rtor  tnero  were  no  pulmonary  dearhs  but  3 were  due-  to  pre- 
r.iat'ore  birth.  In  the  fourth  quarter  there  vuro  b deaths  due  to  pulmonary 
conditions  and  3 /n'omat-ure  birth.  There  woio  also  2 C.S.M.  deaths 
during  the  year  in  children  under  one  year.  There  wore  only  3 dca.ths 
from  mmasrims. 

In  ray  report  to  the  M,  & C.  ’.7.  Corainittee , it  was  pointed  out 
tla,t  taking  the  year  as  a whole  the  groat  majority  of  the  babies  \’.'ho 
had  died  had  not  previon.sly  attended  the  Baby  Clinic  arid  that  the  mother 
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also  had  noo  previously  attended  the  Ar.'.c -'ratal  Clinic,.  It  is  elso 
pointed  out  that  in  view  of  the  incrcasin;.,  atten'?.a,nce  o.t  the  Ante- 
fatal  Clinic,  it  was  important  to  note  how  few  of  the  hadies  v/hose 
mothers  had  o.ttended  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  were  incln.ded  in  the 
fi^yues  of  deaths  and  that  this  illustrated  the  importance  of 
attendance  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  even  though  in  some  quarters, 
there  r:us  still  a definite  prejudice  amainst  attending. 

During  the  year  45  deaths  of  children  under  •ne  year  occurred 
in  the  various  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  hut  of  these  only  24  w-ere 
in  respect  of  resident  hahies,

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  Annual  Report  to  the 
oufbrealc  of  Cerehro-spinal  Meningitis  which  conmenced  in  Hovemher,  1939* 
During  1940 > the  disease  was  present  throughout  the  year,  the  total 
number  of  Borough  cases,  being  64»  though  there  were  intervals  of 
conparative  freedom  such  as  between  March  23rd  and  April  11th; 

April  14th  to  21st;  April  25th  to  May  2nd;  and  one  prolonged  inter- 
val of  freedom  from  September  10th  until  October  30th.  A few  cases 
were  admitted  in  January,  but  as  far  as  the  Borough  is  concerned 
most  of  the  cases  were  admitted  from  January  28th  until  March  IJth. 

F'M’  the  rest  of  the  j^’ear  follov/ing  this  period  cases  came  in  at  reg- 
ular intervals  v/ith  n#  marked  exacerbation. 

Of  the  total  cases,  12  were  non-civilian,  but  none  of 
these  died.  Daring  the  year  there  w^ere  4 deaths.  The  most 
acute  cases  occurred  in'  February  and  March. 

Of  the  total'  cases,  19  were  acmitted  from  the  various 
hospitals  in  the  Borough  and  these  included  6 cases  from  outside 
the  Borough  which  had  been  admitted  to  the  local  hospitals 
before  coming  to  oui’  Hospital. 

The  epidemic  was  discussed  in  the  Health  Committee  and 
it  v;as  suggested  in  these  deliberacions  that  the  infection  wras 
brought  by  the  Military  Authorities  and  that  the  various  billets 
in  the  town  occupied  by  the  military  were  a potent  source  of  in- 
fection. The  matter  v;as  again  discussed  when  Borough  represent- 
atives went  as  a deputation  to  the  Barracks  to  confer  with  the 
Militaiy  Authorities.  Follovdng  this  conference  it  was  arranged  th 
that  the  Medical  Officer  in  the  Barracks  and  myself  should  visit 
the  billets  and  we  did  so.  During  our  visits  we  noticed  the  great 
care  taken  by  the  Medical  Dept,  of  the  Ai’my  to  conform  v.dth  the 
regulations  as  to  adequate  spacing  between  beds  and  the  provision 
of  ventilation. 

The  epidemic  up  to  Ea.y,  1940  was  the  subject  of  a special 
Report  presented  jointly  to  the  Borough  and  the  Rural  District 
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i‘'o-u:2cil  s.  The  experience  dtLrin^%he  ;;'ear  follov'ing  the  p-ucl  ication 
of  this  report  supported  the  conclusions  already  published  especially 
v:ith  reference  to  the  successful  results  of-  mode-rn  chemical  thtera.py, 
nai'iiely  the  use  of  a drug  kno^m  as  li.&  B.  693  su.lph*apyridlne .

epidemic  such  as  this,  it  is  onl3'’  ns.tural  that  there  should  be 
difficulties  in  diagnosis,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  certain 
cases  vrere  admitted  to  the  Pever  Hospital  from  the  Borough  (as 
well  as  from,  out^rdc  the  'Boraugh)  vhich  did  not  turn  out  to  be 
Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis,  and  unfortunately  some  of  these  cases 
died,  ■ . 


Bu.ring  the  epidemic  vhich  occurred  towards  the  end  of  the 
Great  Har  19^4  “ the  mortality  from  this  disease  v.us  extremely 
high,  but  the  present  mortality  rate  has  been  brouglit  down  to 
approximately  10  per  cent. 

^"ith  reference  to  Prevention,  this  v'as  discussed  in  my 
Report  and  there,  is  very  little  I can  add.  Emphasis  v/as  laid 
on  the  fact  that  as  j^'et  we  have  no  facilities  for  successful 
immuiisation  against  the  disease  so  tliat  the  methods  of  prevention 
are  more  of  a personal ' character , such  as  the  avoidance  of  over- 
crov.'ding  conditions  such  as  those  fou.nd.  in  cinemas,  congregations 
and  in  trsuisport  vehicles.  At  the  some  time,  enphasis  should 
be  laid  oh  the  necessitjr  for  adequat'e ’ventilation  pspeciallj'’ 
during  winter  mo’nths  when 'lighting 're' strict  ions  are  so  necessary. 

It  must'"be  remembered  that  it  is  diffucult  to  arrange  adequate 
ventilation  with  an  appropriate  "black-out". 

I need  hardly  state  that  during  an  epidemic  such  as  the 
6ns  we.  have  been  throu.gh,  re  have  had  every  support  from  the 
Medical  Practitioners,  from  the  Militarj’’  Authorities,  and  more 
especially  from  Dr.  17ade,  Medical  Heraber  of  the  Tfelsh  Board  of 
Health  and  Dr.  Robinson,  Bacteriologist  from  the  Conway  Laboratory. 

T/e  have  also  received  assistance  from  Dr.  Ernest  Jones, 
Bacteriologist  of  the  Wellington  Laboratory  who  was  asked  to 
visit  the  Hospital  by  the  Military  Authorities. 

The  \7ork  of  Dr,  Robinson  cjid  Dr.  Ernest  Jones  indicated 
tliat  the  throat  and  nose  of  C.S.E,  patients  were  rendered  sterile 
following  the  use  of  sulphapyridine.  This  sterilising  effect  of 
sulphapj'ridine  has  been  carried  out  in  the  case  of  carriers  v;ho 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Eever  Hospital  but  naturally  owing  to 
toxicitj!"  of  the  drug  cannot  be  used  a.s  a routine  procedure  for 
treating  contacts.

During  the  year  one  sample,  of  vat  or  was  taken  by  Dr, 
Eobinsoni  of  the  Public  Health  Laborat.ory.,_  Conway  and  was  fuund  to 
be  excellent  from  a bacteriol-ogical  po.int  of  vic-'w.  This  sample 
os  water  T/as  taken  in  reference  tc  an  qutbrscak  of  gastro  intestinal 
troubles  which  occurred  arconst  .workmen  of  an  industrial  concern. 

This  outbreak  a.ffected  a large  ■ number  ,.04  .workmen  some  of  vHiom  v;ere 
living  in  the  Borough ’of  Hrexham.  .A  large ’amount  of  chemical  and 
bacteriologico.l  investigations  was  ca.rricd  out 'by  Dr.  Eobinson  in 
conjunction  with  Professor  P.oberts,  of  Livei'pool  University  in 
connection  with  this  outbrealt,  and  we  were  also  helped  in  our  invest- 
igations by  Dr,  Hade  and  other  responsible  officials  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health.  The  only  incriminating  cause  was  the  presence  of 
zinc  in  minute  quantities  in  the  v'ater , and  there  was  a total  absence 
of  any  bacteriological  pollution,  and  this  was  to  bo  expected  seeing 
t'nat  persons  drirking  the  affected  water  were  affected  even  if  the 
water  had  been  boiled  and  this  in  itself  would  exclude  any  bacteriol- 
ogical infection. 

Another  point  of  interest  was  the  fact  that  during  this 
outbreak, extensive  main  laying  work  was  carried  out  in  the  Borough  by

These  samples  represented  the  products  of  both  manufactu.rers  on
